hafcmg been born at Indianapolis, Indi- 
ana in 1872. He is one of a family of 


' seven children. His father, who was'an 


expert blacksmith, brought his family 
with him to the islands in 1875 and 
opened a shop here for doing heavy 
ship work. 
When William was old 


enough to go to. school he was started 
in lolam College where he continued 
h"? studies without intermission until 
1887 at which time he secured a clerk- 
ship in the office of the Road Super- 
visor, H. T. Hibbard. 
Later he took 


the position of bookkeeper for Walker 
& Redward. Contractors, remaining with 
them until 1800 when he found an open- 
ing with Lewers & Cooke with whom 
he has ever since been connected.

His father was ' Prince David Kahalepoull Plikoi, a descend- 
ant of the King of Kauai/: the last of the independent monarchs to be over- 
come by Kamehameha the. Great The mother of the Prince was Kakaulike, 
sister of the wife of King Kalakaua, Queen Kapiolani.' With .his brother, 
Prince David Kawananakoa, Prince Kuhio was made heir presumptive to the 
throne, and they were the; heirs of the Queen. 


The young Prince had hl£ first" schooling in the Royal School and with 


Mr. Atkinson, later going, to Punahou. He was sent to St. Matthew's Col- 
lege at San Mateo, Cal.; 'wher?' he spent four years. Later he was sent to 
England, where he was a student in the Royal Agricultural College, going 
from that institution to a business college, where he laid the foundation of 
his career. He returned because of 11 health and some time later wenf to 
Japan, where he was for':a.;.year the guest of the government

THE LOCAL BESULT. 


<From Wednesday's Advertiser.) 


The fear that the Home Rulers would 


get the benefit of Independent local vot- 
ing, profited the straight Republican 
ticket which, with all its faults, was 
•vastly better than the ticket of- the 
Njptley party. Few independents cared 
to give up half a loaf and take no 
bread either; so laying aside thelr'pref- 
erences, the majority voted in the only 
way that would tell against the Home 
Rulers. 


Out of this election must come some 


reorganization of the minority parties; 
for it is not likely that there \KiU'be 
another three-cornered flght. Assured- 
ly the Democracy will find it hard to 
go on with so small a following and 
tho Home Rulers if they are to get 
anything in the way of offices must 
have more voting strength. Some basis 
of union between the two parties- will 
probably be reached before the next 
election. 


Charges of fraud are freely made by 


tne Democrats and these are to be gone 
over in the courts. An Injunction has 
been issued from the Federal court 
commanding the inspectors of election 
In one of the precincts of the Fourth, 
to refrain from altering or defacing the 
ballots. It is too early at this writing 
to examine the merit of the Democratic 
charge, the gist of which is that the 
ballote were so numbered as to enable 
the Republican inspectors to tell how 
«ach man voted, thus preventing em- 
ployes of the Government and others 
JCrom casting a secret ballot as guaran- 
teed by law. It is understood to be 
the purpose of laukea to contest Ku- 
bio's seat in Congress on these grounds. 


The defeat, if legitimately had, of 


the Democratic campaign against the 
Governo^ is gratifying to- every citl- 


, «en who wants a short and business- 
like session of the Legislature. Noth- 
ing could have been more discreditable 
than ninety dayfe of wrangling over 
Executive methods and policies. 


THE NATIONAL REJULF. 


The election of Roosevelt ought to 


settle the expansion issue In favor of a 
Greater America. Imperialism so-call- 
ed -was the chief issue of the Democrats 
and the result shows that the Ameri- 
can people do not fear the extension 
of their own influence or the retention i 
«f distant lands acquired by just war 
t»r fair purchase. 
Europe will now 


know that the manifest destiny of the 
United States will not be interrupted 
by ourselves; and that the action of 
this Government in the Philippines and 
at Panama stands approved. 


The election should, under all the 


circumstances, set the money issue at 
rest in American politics. The Demo- 
crats In nominating Parker after he 
had sent his gold standard telegram to 
the national convention, put the seal 
of their approval upon a conservative 
Republicans, 
In 
electing Roosevelt 


President on a gold standard platform, 
money system. On the other hand the 
reiterated their faith in an unfluctuat- 
ing legal tender. 
Considering how 


badly various political 
candidates, 


greenback and silver, have tared in 
fighting the present monetary stand- 
ard, it is doubtful if any national party, 
In this generation, will again take up 
•with the cheap dollar. 


Finally the Roosevelt idea .is ratified. 


In domestic affairs that means stable 
business conditions;, in foreign affairs 
the maintenance of American dignity 
and the growth of American commerce; 
in matters of common interest to the 
world, the promotion oit the interna- 
tional standing of the United States 
and of a common basis of peace. 


Locally, Roosevelt's elefctlon means 


relief from a long peripd of political 
turmoil. Had Parker been chosen the 
Democrats would have begun today an 
Agitation for a clean sweep. It would 
have set Hawaii by the ears for a year 
or more to come. 1 


The remarkable work done In the 


Republican .campaign Is -credited up to 
the Fourth and Fifth District Com- 
mittees headed by Lorrln Andrews and 
Henry Vlda. The Central Committee 
let them hare their bead and they 
made good in a way that will be mem- 
orable In local politics.

TAWNEY ON HAWAII. 


Congressman Tawney is reported to 


have urged Hawaii to forego Its Ter- 
ritorial status and come In with Porto 
Rico and the Philippines under a new 
colonial plan which might secure to It 
tho control of its customs revenues and 
labor immigration. 


It does not seem likely that this idea 


will meet with any general favor here 
because of the probability that our su- 
gar would lose Its right 'of way in the 
American market. 
As P. C. Jonea 


pointed out In his digest of the flnan^ 
clal benefits had from annexation, the 
levy of a duty on the Hawaiian staple 
would bring losses which the return 
of our customs revenues could not be- 
gin to offset. And If our sugar were to 
be deprived of Its free* home market, 
the question of labor would lose its 
importance to us. 


As a Territory our sugar Is safe. No 


constitutional few can put a duty on it 
As a colony our sugar business would 
have, to stand on the tariff basis adopt- 
ed for the other colonies, so ttyat a!l 
would be served alike; and as soon as 
the non-contiguous territory began to 
compete with the sugar, tobacco and 
rice industries of the -mainland, the 
latter, having absolute control of Con- 
gress, would find a way to protect it- 
self. If Hawaii wants to know what 
the colonial system would do for it, 
let It study the commercial history of 
Jamaica. 


Hawaii cannot wisely accept any 


modification of its present status. It is 
in the Union and had better stay there, 
for, whatever the drawbacks may bf 
there are/worse ones outside. A Terri- 
tory expects to be a State; and when • 
ever this one acquires the good sense to 
build up a white agricultural class, ft' 
may achieve Statehood and with, it the 
power to get enough Federal appro- 
priations to directly recompense it fir 
the loss of customs revenues.

He will not stay Home 
Rule when the voting is about seven 
to one against him. Leaders may plant 
and demagogues water, but the in- 
crease will be for the fellows on the 
other side. 


In all probability the next election, 


which may be under a County Govern- 
ment act, taking place either next 
spring or next fall, wai Ue between the 
two national parties. Republican and 
Democrat. 
Such a classification of 


politics will be a step forward In Amer- 
icanism; and It will do more than any. 
other available thing to wipe out the 
race prejudice of which the Home Rule 
party is the •embodiment.

A. L. C Atkinson, Secretary of Ha- 


waii, will leave for Washington in the 
steamer Alameda today. 
He is being 


sent by the administration to consult 
with the President and the Secretary of 
the Treasury regarding the second mil- 
lion dollars of the Public Improvements 
Loan authorized by the Legislature, in 
1903. 


The first million dollars was very suc- 


cessfully floated in New York by then 
Secretary Carter, largely, owing to the 
order made by Secretary Shaw that the 
bonds could be used as security for de- 
posits of public money in national banks 
up to 90 per cent of their oar value, 
also that they might be substituted for 
national bonds for the same purpose, 


Governor Carter has received inform- 


ation that, owing to the large decrease 
of securities caused by the withdrawal 
of deposits for the Panama canal, the 
Secretary of the Treasury is disinclined 
to encourage any increase of bank note 
circulation, this being somewhat in ex- 
cess of what is 
considered 
normai. 


Therefore, it- is regarded as doubtful if 
the Secretary of 'the Treasury will be 
disposed to grant the same favor with 
regard Jo the second million of the 
Hawaiian loan as he did in the case of 
the million that has now been nearly 
all expended in public improvements. 


Without the renewal of the privilege 


Governor Carter is afraid the new issue 
of bonds will not sell at private sale 
on equally favorable terms with the 
first issue, which was taken at 10025 by 
New York financiers, the bonds bear- 
ing interest of 4 1-2 per cent against 
the 5 and 6 per cent on previous Ha- 
waiian bond issues. If such terms _can- 
not be obtained at private sata-the issue 
will have to be advertised at public sale 
and the Territory take or leave whatever 
the best bid may be. 


So that the Territory's financial situa- 


tion may be put fairly before the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, that he may be 
shown how important the matter is to 
Hawaii though comparatively small in 
itself and tha^ if possible, the Secretary 
may be induced to renew the favor to 
our bonds, the Governor deems it ad- 
visable tp send Secretary Atkinson on 
the mission. 
This is the Treasurer's

on a million dollar* «r more of unim- 
proved value;! Thia graduated tax IB 
in addition 'to'/the: ordinary level-ratei 
land tax levied ea«n year, which Is 
two cents on the pound; 
\ 


Absentee owners Of large estates 


have *tlll another tax to pay. If .the 
owner of an estate targe enough to 
come under the'graded tax has been 
out of the country a year, his graded 
tax is Increased twenty per cent. The 
graduation of tax IB to check mono- 
poly by making It expensive and un- 
profitable to bold land 
In 
large 


amounts. 


The rate of Income tax for 6ompanles 


in New Zealand is twenty-four cents 
on the pound on the profits of business, 
ana for other people It Is twelve cents 
oa the pound on the first taxable $5000, 
and twenty-four cents on all taxable 
Income above $5000. 


The graduation of the tax consists 


of three steps; up to $1600 no tax; the 
next $5000 twelve cents, and beyond 
that twenty-four cents on the pound. 


The taxation on monopoly has in- 


creased the prosperity of the country 
and helped to divide up big estates and 
secure a wider distribution of land. 


The whole body of small people, In- 


cluding doctors, lawyers, clergymen, 
contractors, builders, manufacturers, 
absentees, etc., assessed by the old law, 
was something like 21,000, and it IP 
estimated that less than 8000 of them 
were touched by the new law, Here Is 
a humane law if we could adopt it. 


The tribal land stm occupied by the 


Maoris is exempt from taxes, but if 
native land is let to a white man it is 
taxed. What a blessing such a law 
would be to our poor natives, for their 
little kuleanas are certainly tribal 
lands. 


Mortgages are. deducts! also in es- 


timating the land tax as they are t«jc- 
ed to the lender. The money lender or 
mortgagee is treated as part owner. 
H° pays in land tax on his mortgage 
as though it were land, and is forbid- 
den to make his mortgagor contract to 
pay tax.- • 
: . 


". There is another good law. If an old 
infirm person owns land or mortgages, 
returning less than ?1000 a year, and 
can show 'that he is not able to sup- 
plement his income and that the pay- 
ment of the tax would be a hardship, 
the tax commission may remit the tax 
for that year. 


The democracy of New Zealand is a 


humanitarian tax-gatherer. 


In addition to the land and income 


taxes there is a progressive tax on de- 
cedents' estates as folows:; 
Estates 


not exceeding $500 no tax; exceeding 
$25,000 7 per cent; $100,000 and over 10 
per cent With the graduated and ab- 
sentee taxes, the landlord class felt 
that they must do something to re- 
lieve the burden thus imposed. 


They recognized, after the battle was 


over, that it was an unmistakable vic- 
tory for the people1, and accordingly 
took Immediate tseps'to meet the re- 
forms of the law by improving their 
land or selling to individual pur- 
chasers. 


This process has confirmed from the

benefit to the country.

ment should proceed carefully In this 
important matter of selling or releas- 
ing large tracts of public lands.

scanned by numerous critics.

fault that could be found

promptly and vigorously Teformed. 


The gox-emment should have a land 


commission of practical expert knowl- 
edge on each island to serve without 
pay, 
who should report the property 


which is found to be suitable for set- 
tlement purposes, after which it could 
be offered to the public in small areas 
a; an annual rental of say five (5) per 
cent on the capital value of the land.

production of sugar tn the Philippines 
Is another sad siory of neglect and 
lack of good methods and a proper 
tnowledge of sugar mne and its cul- 
tivation 
and 
tariff 
discrimination 


against the Island* Even after* a good 
crop has been produced, the crude 
manner .of treating It causes a loss of 
the JulceH of thirty (30) per cent, and 
there is a further loss In boiling the 
same In open kettles. 


It i» safe to say that nowhere else 


In the world are there sugar lands 
offering advantages equal to those In 
the Philippine Archipelago, and If Con- 
gresfc should take the 
tariff 
off of 


Philippine sugar, there is little ques- 
tion thai they could, and would, ere 
long, supply the United States with the 
greater portion of the 1,600,000 tons of 
sugar imported from foreign countries. 
Neither' would the Islands need en- 
couragement In the way of bounty to 
hold their own with the beet sugar in 
dustry. Apparently, thta IS the rock 
upon which we, over there, are strand- 
ed. The beet sugar growers in the 
United States are opposed to giving us 
a chance, and ao far Congress has list- 
ened to them. The beet sugar Industry 
has no natural advantages over cane, 
and has only out-stripped it on account 
of the physical, chemical and scien- 
tific attention, and bounties to foster it 
In Europe and America. 


The sandy, sedimentary, alluvial soil 


along the seacoast and the rich level 
landte of the Interior, grow the most 
phenomenal crops, and longer with- 
stand the crucial test of time with lit- 
tle or no restoratives. Still many rich 
valleys in the mountains are well adapt- 
ed to the growth of sugar cane. 


The cane so far grown there is con- 


fined to the green and yellow varieties 
thought to be of Japan origin. Though 
rick in glucose they are generally 
small, and therefore 
Insufficient 
in 


tonnage to make the production what 
t should be, considering the richness 
of the soil, and the climatic advan- 
tages. It is also true that there is a 
steady decrease In size on account of 
proper cultural methods, which de- 
terioration is accompanied by an in- 
crease of fibre, representing a further 
loss at the null. 
' 


The many useful striped, rose and 


purple canes which brought thg Ha- 
waiian Islands to the.fore, as the most 
prolific and profitable sugar region in 
the world have not yet been cultivated 
In the Philippines. 
The Bureau of 


Agriculture and Capt Abem of the 
Forestry Bureau at the islands, are en- 
deavoring to introduce Hawaiian canes 
there, and immediate good results are 
confidently expected. 


The suggestion i<9 made that the public 


lacds be leased for a sufficiently long 
term and low rate to Induce capital to 
reclaim the--wild lands, and therefore 
it will be TOettessary for some induce- 
ment to be held out to capital and as 
i* Is not the policy of the United States 
Government td allow capitalists or cor 
poratioris to purchase large tracts o: 
public 'lands, the leasing plan might 
prove to be the proper thing 
After 


the termination of leases, the land 
could readily be sold, upon long terms 
to the small farmer which must be the 
object ultimately to< be obtained,— 
that Is, to have the masses own thel; 
own homes. 


Besides furnishing the ise<>d of new 


kinds of cane, the government has g 
en instructions regarding planting and 
cultivation, in. the agricultural schoo 
and has caused to be printed and dis 
tributed among the people pamphlets 
upon the subject 


It is Impossible to state with airy de 


gree of accuracy how much land there 
is in the islands adapted to the grow 
Ing of sugar cane or how long it wll 
take to develop the Industrj to tba 
degree of which the country Is capa 
ble but the writer believes it can onl> 
be done along the lines herein pointed 
out. 


That the Philippine Islands offer 


profitable industry for American ener 
gy and capital, in the production o 
sugar, there is no doubt, and It is to 
be hoped that the United States Gov 
ernment will--remove hampering re- 
strictions at least, if definite encour 
agement is not given.

Cleek always had vegetables and poul- 
try products to sell to the big ranchers, 
who were so engaged in planting wlleat 
and raising stock that they would not 
"bother with garden truck." As time 
passed he added to his orchard, always 
experimenting, until he proved that a 
great variety of fruits and vegetables< 
raised. 
Although a thrifty 


man, 
he was never parsimonious, and 


he went to considerable expense to se- 
cure rare seeds and cuttings. To cul- 
tivate the little farm required his en- 
tire attention, for it was his hobby to
